San Francisco, Oct. 30—Judge Mur­ 
phy's court room was crowded today 
with people who were anxious to hear 
the closing argument of District Attor­ 
ney Barnes in the celebrated Durrant 
case.

Silence reigned as he referred 
to the awful crime and told of the dis­ 
position of the body.

A 
shudrl,r of horror passed l'.rough the 
assemblage at this display on the part 
of the prisoner.
